curb and extending 16 feet, only 
19 feet of traveling space is 
left 
in the center of Fourth 
Street. 
Under parallel parking, here 
are the comparable figures: 
Each parking space will ex­ 
tend eight feet from the curb. 
Cars parked on opposite curbs 
will thus take up 16 feet. This 
leaves 35 feet in the center tor 
through traffic. That is enough 
for almost four lanes of moving j 
traffic between cars parked on 
both sides of the street 
How about the revenue from 
the 89 meters that would be lost 
by a changeover to parallel ’ 
The city finance officer esti­ 
mates that each meter brings in 
an average of $120 per year.' 
That would be almost $10.700 per 
year from 89 meters. 
However, the loss ot 89 meters 
would not mean that all cus­ 
tomers who would have used 
those meters would stop coming 
into town. There are other park­ 
ing stalls within a block of1 
Fourth Street (such as the off- 
street lot at Third and Lootens) 
that are unfilled today. The up­ 
per deck of the Third and Loot­ 
ens lots remains nearly empty.

The state's Hig hway Commission, 
Department of Pu blic Works and the 
Div ision of Hig hway s hav e often been 
criticized for lay ing down massiv e 
stretches of concrete and pav ement 
ov er the shortest freeway rou tes, with 
no concern for esthetics. 
A recent report on state landscap­ 
ing along Marin hig hway s indicates 
that mu ch of the criticism is u nwar­ 
ranted. 
As of the end ol last y ear, almost 
a half million dollars had g one into 
hig hway landscaping 
and 
planting , 
from Vista Point, ju st north oi Golden 
Gate Bridg e, throu g h Nov ato. 
This half million dollars represents 
hig hway improv ements that are ov er 
and abov e the minimu m needs to mov e 
traffic from one point to the nex t. 
It demonstrrates that the State 
Hig hway Commission and the State 
Div ision of Hig hway s do hav e an ey e 
for beau tification, as well as lor the 
practical job of mov ing the most tral- 
fic ov er the shortest rou te in the short­ 
est time u nder safest circu mstances. 
Only a few y ears ag o. Vista Point 
was ju st a dirt knoll where the qu ick 
cou ld swerv e their cars olf Hig hway 
101 for a short breather and a g limpse 
of the bay and San Francisco. 
Today 
it is pav ed, lined for parking , land­ 
scaped, and has water and other fa­ 
cilities for the conv enience of the mo­ 
toring pu blic. 
From the Golden Gate Bridg e lo 


Lu cas Valley , trees and shru bs hav e 
been planted and maintained in v ari­ 
ou s areas, especially at interchang es 
and ov erpasses where u g ly dirt scars 
or patches of dead weeds wou ld hav e 
resu lted, if left u nlandscaped. 
In the near fu tu re, more landscap­ 
ing projects are planned on Tibu ron 
Hig hway and along 101 from Lu cas 
Valley to Ig nacio to brig hten an other­ 
wise harsh stretch oi asphalt and ma­ 
cadam with strips ol g reen foliag e. 
These shou ld effectiv ely refu te the 
blind critics who wou ld hav e u s believ e 
that freeway desig ners and eng ineers 
su ffer from a v ision that does not ex ­ 
tend bey ond the trav eled pav ement. 
Marin hig hway s are not the only 
ex amples. Holly wood Freeway in Los 
Ang eles, for one, replaced u nsig htly 
bu ilding s and constricted streets with 
a g racefu l cu rv ing thorou g hfare, lined 
with attractiv e g reenery . 
In some locations, su ch as the Corte 
Madera interchang e, attempts at land­ 
scaping hav e been impeded by the 
forces of natu re. 
The low stretch throu g h Corte Ma­ 
dera is larg ely filled marshland with 
brackish mu d a few feet below the su r­ 
face. 
Many trees, su ch as redwoods, 
planted along the hig hway hav e been 
lost or stu nted becau se of the hig h sa­ 
line content of the soil. 
The hig hway people are to be 
commended for hav ing a few g reen 
thu mbs, along with their eng ineers 
and su rv ey ors.

This 
board's fu nction is to estab­ 
lish policies u nder which the 
district’s responsibilities can be 
discharg ed, and which fu lfill 
the g oals of the commu nity for 
their schools to the g reatest 
deg ree possible.

WASHINGTON (A P » -P resi­ 
dent Johnson may not hav e 
helped the c a u s e of long er 
terms for Hou se members by 
u rg ing it so strong ly . 
A determined backstag e ef­ 
fort to ex tend the present two- 
y ear terms to fou r y ears was 
nearing su ccess in the Hou se 
withou t m u c h interest being 
shown in it u ntil Johnson spoke 
ou t. 


BUT EVER SINCE he plu g ­ 
g ed the fou r-y ear term in his 
State of the Union address the 
issu e has been cau g ht in the 
g lare of controv ersy and its 
fate is now in dou bt. 
To win cong ressional approv ­ 
al, t h e proposed amendment 
mu st pass in both the Hou se 
and Senate by at least a two- 
thirds fav orable v ote—not ju st 
a simple majority . Then three- 
fou rths of the state leg islatu res 
—38 —wou ld hav e to ratify it 
for the proposal to become law. 
For the first time, mail is 
coming to Cong ress on the su b­ 
ject. mu ch of it opposing the 
long er terms. Newspapers and 
mag azines are taking editorial 
stands. Voters are discu ssing 
it. 
All this was mu ch different 
last y ear when Rep. F r a n k 
Chelf, D-Ky ., was qu ietly , bu t 
effectiv ely , lining u p su pport 
for a fou r-y ear-term constitu ­ 
tional amendment 


BY HIS OWN COUNT Chelf 
wrote more than 8 .000 letters 
to his 534 colleag u es i n t h e 
Hou se and Senate with arg u ­ 
ments in su pport of l o n g e r 
terms. He talked abou t it at 
ev ery opportu nity , g ot dozens 
to introdu ce amendments. 
Working throu g h his fellow 
m embers of the Hou se Ju dici­ 
ary Committee he finally pres­ 
su red Chairman Emanu el Ccll- 
er. D-N.Y., an u ny ielding oppo­ 
nent of the amendment, to hold 
hearing s. Nearly 50 members 


appeared to sing the praises of 
long er terms, none in opposi­ 


tion. 
Celler cou ldn't find any one 
who wou ld testitv ag ainst it 
and he was finally forced to 
mov e the amendment to the 
top of the committee calendar, 
ready for almost certain ap­ 
prov al at the start of this ses­ 
sion. Then the President spoke 


ou t. 


CELLER HAS no 1 a c k of 
members and ou tside witnesses 
now who want to testify ag ainst 
the amendment and he is pre­ 
paring to renew the hearing s. 
The awakened interest in the 
fou r-y ear term also has cau sed 
members who thou g ht they fa­ 
v ored it to look more closely 
at what is at stake. Some are 
hav ing second thou g hts. 
They don’t like Johnson's pro- 
posal that the fou r-y ear term s 
coincide with the President’s, 
fearing loss of independence to 
the ex ecu tiv e branch. With a 
Democrat in power. Repu bli­ 
cans are particu larly opposed 
to this featu re. 


THOSE WHO FAVOR div id­ 
ing the Hou se and stag g ering 
the term s so half the members 
ru n ev ery two y ears don’t hav e 
the answer to t h e technical 
problem of how to deal with 
au tomatic reapportionment of 
the Hou se after the national 
censu s ev ery 10 y ears. 
Few l i k e t h e concession 
forced on Chelf by the Senate 
—and now embraced by John- 
son—that wou ld deny a Hou se 
member serv ing a tou r - y ear 
term the chance to ru n ag ainst 
a senator u nless he resig ns 
from the Hou se. 
Chelf, an u ntiring optimist, 
has not eased u p in his efforts 
to fed an amendment approv ed 
and on its way to the states. 
Bu t w h a t seemed within his 
g rasp a few weeks ag o will now 
be harder to obtain

Air De fe ns e s Built 


During Bombing Lull

WASHINGTON - The most 
massiv e anti-aircraft defenses 
in the world hav e been bu ilt 
u p by the Commu nists in the 
Hanoi-Haiphong a r e a du ring 
the fiv e-week bombing lu ll. 
This tremendou s concentra­ 
tion of anti-aircraft g u ns and 
missiles was rev ealed by re­ 
connaissance flig hts ov er the 
North Viet Nam capital and 
principal seaport. 
Defense Secretary R o b e r t 
McNamara made this starkly 
g rim disclosu re u nder intensiv e 
qu estioning at a closed-door 
meeting of the S e n a t e and 
Hou se armed serv ices and ap­ 
propriations committees. 


LATER A MEMORANDUM 
from M cNam ara’s office to the 
leg islators estimated that more 
than 500 “ additional 
anti-air­ 
craft weapons hav e been in­ 
stalled in this cru cial reg ion 
du ring the bombing su spension. 
There was no indication of the 
ex tent of these detenses prior 
to the lu ll, bu t they had been 
reported as nu merou s. 


An Air Force report to these 
committees estimated t h e r e 
are now more than 20,000 anti­ 
aircraft g u ns and missiles in 
Viet Nam. 
The new su rface-to-air mis­ 
siles are improv ed Sov iet Sam- 
2s. T h e y replace older-tv pe 
missiles that scored only nine 
hits ou t of more than 150 fir­ 
ing s. The anti-aircraft g u n s 
are radar-controlled. 


RUSSIAN AND CZECH tech­ 
nicians installed the new weap­ 
ons and are manning them. 
The nu mber of these crews is 
estimated at “ sev eral” thou ­ 
sand.

“ That mu st be kept constant­ 
ly in mind in escalating the 
war.” contended McNamara. 
“ Bombing Hanoi cou ld precipi­ 
tate massiv e enemy terror in 
Saig on, as well as attempts to 
bottle u p the harbor of Saig on 
throu g h sabotag e.” 


A committeeman asked why 
the airfields, power plants, in­ 
du strial plants and commu ni­ 
cations centers arou nd Hanoi 
were not bombed McNamara 
tersely replied the Commu nists 
wou ld probably react the same 
way . 


“ In other words." retorted 
the leg islator, “y ou are letting 
the Moscow-Pciping -Hanoi ax h 
dictate y ou r military mov es.” 
The Pentag on head did not re­ 
ply . 


M O R E THAN 13.000 U.S. 
troops are now 
stationed in 
Thailand and the nu mber cou ld 
increase to “ u pwards of 25.000 
within the nex t six to eig ht 
months.” 


McNamara rev ealed this u n­ 


annou nced dev elopment in the 


cou rse of discu ssing plans to 


boost U.S. combat forces in 


Sou th Viet Nam.

Thu rmond pointed ou t Presi­ 
dent Kennedy had proclaimed 
a “ nav al qu arantine” on Cu ba

Military Field Facts Of Life 


Would Outlaw Civilian Flights 


The low flying F-101 from 
Hamilton Air F o r c e Base 
which scared several people 
in San Rafael recently, points 
out several facts and factors 
jn aviation in Marin County. 
The first is that as airplanes 
take off and land at any or all 
airports, accidents and near 
accidents can and do happen, 
ft is not that Hamilton is any 
more 
dangerous 
than 
any 
other airport. It is not; it is 
probably safer than most. It 
just points out that a majority 
of airplane accidents occur 
near airports. 
This 
points 
out 
another 
thing—the fallacy which has 
clouded airport thinking in 
Marin County; The possibility 
of placing a parallel runway 
east of the runway at Hamil­ 
ton and using the tower facili­ 
ties at Hamilton. 
Col. Harry W. Shoup. com­ 
mander of the 78th Fighter 
Wing at Hamilton, has some 
very definite opinions on the 
idea of slow flying private 
planes being near the runway 
at Hamilton. 


“ SURE, 
THERE 
WOULD 
always be the possibility of 
a crash, because the fast fly­ 
ing military aircraft could not 
avoid some of the smaller slow 
planes,” lie said. 
“ Then if we missed them, 
there is always the chance 
that one of them would get 
caught in our backdraft and 
be thrown into a spin out of 
control.” he said. He pointed

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
team of psychologists has re­ 
ported that persons are in error 
if they feel that small children 
are ignorant of crisis in the 
adult world. 
The paper, presented Friday 
at the 19th annual convention of 
the California State Psychologi- j 
cal Assn., dealt with the riots; 
last August in the Watts section; 
of Los Angeles. 
The report, dealing with inter-1 
views with children four to five 
years old, was prepared by 
Ralph L. Dunlap, Astrid Beigel 
and Virginia Armon of the de­ 
partment of psychiatry, South­ 
ern California Permanent Med­ 
ical group, Los Angeles. 


“ It SEEMS LIKELY,” they 
said, “ that children in our time 
are exposed more or less direct- ! 
ly to unsettling social events 
which can and do arouse fears 
and help to determine social 
attitudes. . . 
“ To deny a child what he 
already is partly aware of, 
either exaggerates its danger or 
undermines his confidence in 
his own perception and adults’ 
confidence and honesty.” 
Within four days after cessa­ 
tion of violence at Wratts, inter­ 
views were held with 107 Negro. 
23 Mexican-American and 52 
white children. 


THE CONCLUSIONS: 
About 92 per cent of the Ne­ 


gro, 78 per cent of the Mexican- 
American, and 71 per cent of 
the white children studied, clear­ 
ly were aware of the rioting. 
About 
half 
the 
riot-aware 
youngsters in each group indi­ 
cated they felt fear, either by 
direct admission, or by describ­ 
ing fearful reaction, such as | 
riot - related 
nightmares, 
or 
prayers for protection. 
ln all groups, many children 
advocated some kind of punish- j 
ment for the rioters, “ in keep­ 
ing with the concept of retalia- ! 
tive 
response 
to 
aggression1; 
which is commonly accepted at 
this four to five years devel­ 
opmental age.” 


The report noted: “ Fear and 
anger toward the rioters, simul­ 
taneous

combined to place many Negro 
children in conflict. . .

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“ A few Negro children showed 
only sympathy and identifica­ 
tion with the rioters; a few, in 
contrast, showed only fear and 
anger.” 


THE PSYCHOLOGISTS found 
the Mexican-American children, 
as 
a 
group, 
quite reticent. 
“ Those who did express feelings 
and opinions,” the report stated, 
“ were uniformly hostile or fear­ 
ful toward the rioters and, often 
toward Negroes in general. 


“ The white children showed a 
variety of attitudes, including 
fearful and punitive feelings, 
but about one-fourth of the 
white children showed either 
some awareness of Negro moti­ 
vation—poverty, discrimination 
—or of individual differences, or 
identified 
with the 
rioters— 
wishing to join them in rebel­ 
lion.”

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New Planning 
Director Gives 
Some Opinions 


Paul Zucker. the county's new 
planning director attending his 
iirst commission session yester­ 
day. gave his views on a general 
plan for Marin and a design 
review board 


He told the commission that 
his preliminary thoughts on a 
general plan are that prepara­ 
tion would take at least two 
scars, that it should he a study 
ol the entire county, including 
cilies and areas that are already 
covered by general plans, and 
that 
federal 
funds 
probably 
should be requested. 


WITH OWN STAFF 


Zucker said he believes the 
study should be done by the 
county 
staff, with consultants 
brought in only for special mat­ 
ters such as “ transportation and 
visual effects." 


The commission adopted in 
principle the need for a general 
plan as a high priority item in 
the county program, regardless 
ol 
the availability of federal 
funds. 


The federal 
“ 701’’ program 
provides partial funding of gen-1 
eral plan studies. Zucker said 
he hoped to develop more detail­ 
ed 
recommendations prior to 
preparation of budget requests 
for next fiscal year. 


Zucker said the planning stalf 
would probably have to be in­ 
creased. 


“ It will be a large undertak­ 
ing.’’ he said. “ I don’t feel that 
we’re staffed up to do the job 
at this moment.” 
On a proposed design board, 
which has been under study for 
several 
months. 
Zucker 
had 
same reservations. He said the 
commission must be very clear 
on what the design board is to 
do and what the staff's relation 
with it should be. 


CITES PROBLEM S 


“ It may be a good idea.” he 
said, 
but warned there have 
been big problems with the dp 
sign board concept all across 
the country. 
Commissioner Hugh Dougher­ 
ty said he envisioned a panel of 
architects and design specialists 
that the commission could draw , 
on to study major problems, 
maybe using only one or two 
specialists. L’se of the design 
board would 
be discretionary 
with the commission. 
Commissioner Margaret A/.r 
vedo said she favored a design 
hoard 
because 
she 
has seen 
“ timidity among commissioners 
to stand on their subjective re­ 
actions. I ’ve left the need for 
professionals.” 
Zucker said he would present 
a detailed recommendation soon 
The new planner also told the 
commission that his preliminary 
opinion is that the county zoning 
ordinance will have to have an 
overall revision, 
rather 
than 
piece-meal changes.

Johnson Probably Didn't Help 


Term Plan With His Backing 


TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Some Highways Indicate 
State Has Green Thumb 


The state s Highway Commission. 
Department of Public Works and the 
Division ot Highways have often been 
criticized for laying down massive 
stretches of concrete and pavement 
over the shortest freeway routes, with 
no concern for esthetics. 
A recent report on state landscap­ 
ing along Marin highways indicates 
that much of the criticism is unwar­ 
ranted. 
As of the end of last year, almost 
a half million dollars had gone into 
highway landscaping 
and 
planting, 
from Vista Point, just north of Golden 
Gate Bridge, through Novato. 
This half million dollars represents 
highway improvements that are over 
and above the minimum needs to move 
traffic from one point to the next. 
It demonstrates that the State 
Highway Commission and the State 
Division of Highways do have an eye 
for beautification, as well as for the 
practical job of moving the most traf­ 
fic over the shortest route in the short­ 
est time under safest circumstances. 
Only a few years ago. Vista Point 
was just a dirt knoll where the quick 
could swerve their cars off Highway 
101 for a short breather and a glimpse 
of the bay and San Francisco. Today 
it is paved, lined for parking, land­ 
scaped. and has water and other fa­ 
cilities for the convenience of the mo­ 
toring public. 
From the Golden Gate Bridge to 


Lucas Valley, trees and shrubs have 
been planted and maintained in vari­ 
ous areas, especially at interchanges 
and overpasses where ugly dirt scars 
or patches of dead weeds would have 
resulted, if left unlandscaped. 
In the near future, more landscap­ 
ing projects are planned on Tiburon 
Highway and along 101 from Lucas 
Valley to Ignacio to brighten an other­ 
wise harsh stretch of asphalt and ma­ 
cadam with strips of green ioliage. 
These should effectively refute the 
blind critics who would have us believe 
that freeway designers and engineers 
suffer from a vision that does not ex­ 
tend beyond the traveled pavement. 
Marin highways are not the only 
examples. 
Hollywood Freeway in Los 
Angeles, for one, replaced unsightly 
buildings and constricted streets with 
a graceful curving thoroughfare, lined 
with attractive greenery. 
In some locations, such as the Corte 
Madera interchange, attempts at land­ 
scaping have been impeded by the 
forces of nature. 
The low stretch through Corte Ma­ 
dera is largely filled marshland with 
brackish mud a few feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Many trees, such as redwoods, 
planted along the highway have been 
lost or stunted because of the high sa­ 
line content of the soil. 
The highway people are to be 
commended for having a few green 
thumbs, along with their engineers 
and surveyors

BUT EVER SINCE he plug­ 
ged the four-year term in his 
State of the Union address the 
issue has been caught in the 
glare of controversy and its 
fate is now in doubt. 
To win congressional approv­ 
al, t h e proposed am endm ent 
m ust pass in both the House 
and Senate by at least a two- 
thirds favorable vote—not just 
a sim ple m ajority. Then three- 
fourths of the state legislatures 
—38—would have to ratify it 
for the proposal to becom e law. 
For the first tim e, m ail is 
com ing to Congress on the sub­ 
ject, m uch of it opposing the 
longer term s.

Military Field Facts Of Life 


Would Outlaw Civilian Flights 


The low flying F-101 from 
Hamilton Air F o r c e Base 
vrhich scared several people 
in San Rafael recently, points 
out several facts and factors 
in aviation in Marin County. 
The first is that as airplanes 
take off and land at any or all 
airports, accidents and near 
accidents can and do happen. 
Tt is not that Hamilton is any 
more dangerous 
than 
any 
other airport. It is not; it is 
probably safer than most. It 
just points out that a majority 
of airplane accidents occur 
.near airports. 
This 
points 
out 
another 
thing—the fallacy which has 
clouded airport thinking in 
Marin County: The possibility 
of placing a parallel runway 
east of the runway at Hamil­ 
ton and using the tower facili­ 
ties at Hamilton. 
Col. Harry W. Shoup. com­ 
mander of the 78th Fighter 
Wing at Hamilton, has some 
very definite opinions on the 
idea of slow flying private 
planes being near the runway 
at Hamilton. 


“ SURE. THERE WOULD 
always be the possibility of 
a crash, because the fast fly­ 
ing military aircraft could not 
avoid some of the smaller slow 
planes,” he said. 
“ Then if we missed them, 
there is always the chance 
that one of them would get 
caught in our backdraft and 
be thrown into a spin out of 
control.” he said. He pointed 
out the tremendous horsepow­ 
er necessary to keep the 
heavily armed military air­ 
craft in the air at landing and 
take off speeds 
Then he pointed out the war 
situation in the world. Hamil­ 
ton is the best situated base 
tor the protection of the Bay 


Area. Its importance as an 
embarking base probably will 
be increased as the war ef­ 
fort in Southeast Asia is in­ 
creased.

“ To deny a child what he 
already is partly aware of, 
either exaggerates its danger or 
undermines his confidence in 
his own perception and adults’ 
confidence and honesty.” 
Within four days after cessa­ 
tion of violence at Watts, Inter­ 
views were held with 107 Negro, 
23 Mexican-American and 52 
white children.

In all groups, many children 
advocated some kind of punish­

The report noted: “ Fear and 
anger toward the rioters, simul­ 
taneous 
with

“A few Negro children showed 
only sympathy and identifica­ 
tion with the rioters; a few, in 
contrast, showed only fear and 
anger.” 


THE PSYCHOLOGISTS found 
the Mexican-American children, 
as 
a 
group, 
quite 
reticent. 
“Those who did express feelings 
and opinions,” the report stated, 
“were uniformly hostile or fear­ 
ful toward the rioters and, often 
toward Negroes in general. 


“The white children showed a 
variety of attitudes, including 
fearful and punitive feelings, 
but about one-fourth of the 
white children showed either 
some awareness of Negro moti 
vation—poverty, discrimination 
—or of individual differences, or

Then he kicked him 
in the ribs and back. Trubach 
said. 
Finally Trubach was allowed 
to rise, he said, his assailant 
telling him. “ Remember what 
happened in Germany.”

telephoned police at 2.50 a m.

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New Planning 
Director Gives 
Some Opinions i 


Paul Zucker, the county's new 
planning director attending liis 
iirst commission session yester­ 
day. gave his views on a general 
plan for Marin and a design 
review board 
He told thp commission that 
his preliminary thoughts on a 
general plan are that prepara­ 
tion would take at least two 
years, that it should be a study 
ol the entire county, including 
cities and areas that are already 
covered by general plans, and 
that 
lederal 
funds 
probably 
should be requested. 


WITH OWN STAFF 
Zucker said he believes the 
study should be done by the 
county staff, with consultants 
brought in only for special mat­ 
ters such as "transportation and 
visual effects." 
The commission adopted in 
principle the need for a general 
plan as a high priority item in 
the county program, regardless 
ol the availability of federal 
funds. 
The lederal “ 701" program 
provides partial funding of gen- • 
eral plan studies. Zucker said 
he hoped to develop more detail­ 
ed recommendations prior to 
preparation of budget requests 
for next fiscal year. 
Zucker said the planning staff 
would probably have to be in­ 
creased. 
"It will be a large undertak­ 
ing.’’ he said *i don’t feel that 
we’re staffed up to do the job 
at this moment ” 
()n a proposed design board, 
which has been under study for 
several 
months. 
Zucker 
had 
same reservations. He said the 
c ommission must be very clear 
on what the design board is to 
do and what the staff’s relation 
with it should be 


CITES PROBLEMS 


"It may be a good idea. ’ lie 
said, but warned there have 
been big problems with the de­ 
sign board concept all across 
the country 
Commissioner Hugh Dougher­ 
ty said he envisioned a panel of 
architects and design specialist^ 
that the commission could draw 
on to study major problems, 
maybe using only one or two 
specialists. Cse of the design 
board would be discretionary 
with the commission 
Commissioner Margaret A/.r 
\edo said she favored a design 
hoard because she has 
seen

PEACCX k : Social Security is a main­ 
stay, but even supplemented by income from 
a company pension plan, it may be hardly 
enough for more than minimum comforts, 
not to mention emergencies or extra luxuries 
such as travel. But there is a way the average 
family can amass cash without taking specu­ 
lative risks. It requires laying away a few 
dollars every month in a sa\ ingx account w ilh 
the bank, and letting compound interest go 
to work over a long period. I he arithmetic 
may startle you. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
Can you give an example? 


DR. PE A C O C K : Say you're a 25-year-old 
just out of college and starting your first job. 
If vou save just S !( ) a month, you will have 
deposited $4,800 by the time you're 63. But 
you would actually have 5 1 1 .N19 cash in your 
account—provided, of course, the current 4 - 
compound interest rate is in effect through­ 
out the entire period. Your SK) deposits 
would earn $7,019 interest at that rate. And 
certainly most working people should be able 
to save at least SI I) a month. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOM ER: 
Will interest rates change? 


DR. PE A C O C K : We can’t predict that. Of 
course, the rate can go either up or down, 
and over the periods of time we're talking 
about it could change several times. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOM ER: 
Assuming that the current rate applied, 
at age 65 would you draw out that $11,819 
nest egg? 


DR. PEA C O C K : Well, you could draw it

out at the rate of $70 a month—and it w ould 
last you 20 years and 7 l2 months. That's a 
total payout during that time of $17,325, all 
from a total investment of $4,800. That's a 
pretty handsome return, I'd say. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
Say you were 35 years old and deposited 
$50 a month until you were 65. How much 
cash would you have? 


DR. P E A C O C K : Using today's rate and 
method of computation, $34,735. You would 
have deposited only $18,000 in an invest­ 
ment which doesn't fluctuate in market value. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
Stocks and bonds fluctuate in value. Does 
this mean you advise against them as in­ 
vestments? 


DR. P E A C O C K : No, quite to the contrary. 
O ther investments have their advantages, 
too. They’re fine—but only after you’ve cov­ 
ered all the other bases, such as life, health 
and other insurance, a cash reserve for emer­ 
gencies, and perhaps a home of your own. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
Some of our neighbors are saving $100 a 
month by using your “ Layaway Plan” 
service. Isn't this stretching things a bit? 


DR. P E A C O C K : Maybe or maybe not, but 
these families will be well ofT. For example, 
if a breadwinner at age 25 could save $100 
a month until he reaches 65, he would have 
$118,197 cash in the bank. His deposits 
would have earned $70,197 interest at the 
current rate. For the average family, saving 
as much as $100 each month might be fairly 
hard. It could mean making some sacrifices 
now—but it’s worth it in the long run if you 
want true financial security and a rich, full 
life at retirement age. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
What's the best age to start saving? 


DR. P E A C O C K : The earlier the better, but 
the rew ards arc great at any age. 1 he secret, 
of course, is to get started now and to stick 
with it. One couple our bank serves started 
just last week to save $100 a month. He’s 45 
years old. When he reaches 65, our figures 
show they’ll have $36,7 4 4 -in cash.Then they 
plan to buy some income property and live 
happily ever after. We think they’ll do it, too. 


CROCKER-CITIZENS CUSTOMER: 
Bankers say that too many families are 
missing a golden opportunity to achieve 
financial security. Is it really a good time 
to save? 


DR. P E A C O C K : Dccidcdly-especially here 
in California, where incomes are higher than 
ever before and also higher than in other 
parts of the country. If a family can’t save 
now, it may be that it never will.

With Frankness, Dispatch 


Two things are noteworthy in the 
sequence of events which led to the 
removal of Jack Kerouac's “ On The 
Road'’ from the recommended read­ 
ing list for a special class at Terra 
Linda High School. 
One is the refreshing frankness 
with which Mitchell L. Voydat, assist­ 
ant superintendent of 
San 
Rafael 
schools, 
appraised 
the 
novel. 
The 
other is the dispatch with which Vov- 
dat 
and 
his 
committee 
submitted 
their report to the San Rafael Board 
of Education 
Both are commendable. 
The Vovdat report was completed 
and submitted to the board while 
the issue vas still hot. There was no 
stalling and no attempt to “study it 
to death” in the hope that the prob­ 
lem would go away. 
Dr. Voydat’s appraisal was straight 
and to the point. 
He found, in effect, 
that what literary merit the book has 
is not sufficient to counterbalance the 
objectionable qualities of many of the 
passages. 
He found “an excessive preoccupa­ 
tion with sex” and “sensational” treat­ 
ment of sex. and termed the book 
“ generally offensive” to good taste. 
His conclusion: As literature for If» 
and 17 year olds, the hook fails. 
All too often, educators seem to 
defend the decisions or recommenda­ 
tions of other educators, more out of 
loyalty to members of their profession, 
than on the merits of the issue at hand 
<a book, in this case). 
Dr. Vovdat did not say so in so 
manv words.

Teachers, like members of other 
professions, should be able to accept, 
at least tolerate, criticism from the 
public and from each other. If all pro­ 
fessions were to rigidly reject any and 
all criticisms, there would be little ad­ 
vancement or improvement.

WASHINGTON—Two signif­ 
icant facts concerning the fu­ 
ture of Mayor John Lindsay of 
New York are coming into 
focus: 
1. He is showing himself ac­ 
tively concerned with what 
the Republican Party should 
be and do. 
2. Republican leaders are 
convinced that he can and will 
play a positive role in the na­ 
tional affairs—and decisions— 
of the GOP. 
Lindsay assigned his closest 
aide and chief poliltical advis­ 
er, Deputy M a y o r Robert 
Price, to take part in the Re­ 
publican conference in Wash­ 
ington last week on how the 
GOP can get back into busi­ 
ness in the big cities. 
Lindsay himself has decided 
that he is going to speak out 
on national affairs as a Repub­ 
lican. 


REPUBLICAN LEAD ERS, 
except the most conservative, 
are delighted at these devel­ 
opments. 
At the off-the-record session 
of the GOP big-city meeting 
here, where he was scheduled 
to appear for only a half-hour. 
Price held forth for nearly 
two hours at the insistence of 
his audience. He discussed at 
length how Lindsay won in a 
c i t y 3-to-l Democratic and 
how the Republicans can do 
the same elsewhere. 
There was no visible hostil­ 
ity to the mayor’s political 
representative because Lind­ 
say shunned his party label 
in the New York campaign. 
In fact, Price made it ade­ 
quately clear that Lindsay's 
experience shows that the GOP 
c an break into the Democrat­ 
ic city strongholds only by 
playing down sharp partisan­ 
ship and exhibiting a modern 
awareness of what the big 
cities require to free them­ 
selves from incompetence and 
neglect.

Price's appearance at the 
conference in Washington was 
gratifying to Republican na­

VIET NAM'S LITTLE SOLDIER 


T 


hough only 12, Rmah Del is a seasoned veteran of tho 
South Vietnamese Army and member of the elite "Red 
Cap" platoon of tough Montagnard mountain fighters at 
the embattled outpost of Plei Me in South Viet Nam. 
He can use a machine gun or automatic rifle as expertly 
as the carbine he always carries. He's already killed at least 
one enemy soldier, perhaps more, during recent sieges of 
the special forces camp by Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
regular troops. 
Like his father, who is in the same heavy weapons pla­ 
toon, Rmah Del is a regular Army private, one of the young­ 
est in the South Vietnamese army. At such he's paid $20 
a month. 


The young Montagnard tribesman, who weighs only 60 
pounds and stands four feet five inches tall, says he likes 
being a soldier. Asked why he became a soldier he answered 
that the Viet Cong kept coming to his village and "killed 
many people for no reason at all. They kept me from going 
to school and working." Upset by it all, he enlisted. 


Rmah is a good soldier too, according to his fellow platoon 
mates. He goes on patrols, pulls guard duty and has fought 
side by side with men twice his age. During one recent siege 
ho went for days with only a few hours sleeps 


But when there is a lull In tho fighting, Rmah reverts to 
boyhood again to fly a kite or play with his dog.

Britons Lack 
Much Heating 


For Homes 


By PAUL R. ALLERUP 
LONDON iU PI) - “ Yep, it’s 
back to the land of centra) 
heating and air conditioning for 
me.” 
This was a newsman talking 
in a Fleet Street pub, confirm­ 
ing to a group of colleagues that 
after half a dozen years on as­ 
signment in Europe. 
It didn’t strike anyone strange 
that central heating and air con­ 
ditioning came first on the list 
of things the man was going 
back to. In Britain today, al­ 
though most people now know 
what central heating is and 
more homes are getting it. cen­ 
tral heating remains a relative 
rarity. 
And air conditioning still is 
something foreign. 
Of all Europe. Britain contin­ 
ues to be the firmest holdout 
against central heating. Almost 
everywhere on the continent 
central heating is as much a 
way of life as in the United 
States. But not here. 
Exact figures are hard to 
come by but the best estimates 
are that in 1963 not more than 
one British home in 10—if that 
many—has central heating. Coal 
and wood burned in fire places, 
electric 
heaters 
toted 
from 
room to room, kitchen atovet 


and bed warmers provide the 
only heat in the great majority 
of British homes, even in some 
of the newer ones. 
The Institute of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers estimates 
that about 11 per cent of the 
nation’s 18 million homes had 
central heating “ of some kind” 
by the end of 1963. But this 
estimate 
includes 
homes 


equipped with what is laughing­ 
ly known here as “ part central 
heating.” 
This means, for example, that 
in a home or apartment of six 
or seven rooms, two or three 
rooms—and never the bedrooms 
—may have a radiator or two 
to give what is euphemistically 
designated 
as 
“ background” 
heat.

flashtubes,

chusetts Institute of Technology 
scientist believes. 


Dr. Harold E. Edgerton, pro­ 
fessor of electrical measure­ 
ments at MIT, made this predic­ 
tion as plans were announced 
for installing the first such 
beacon in a U.S. Coast Guard 
lighthouse in territorial waters. 
The beacon is scheduled to be 
installed later this year in a 
new light tower at the mouth 
of Chesapeake Bay, off Cape 
Ilenry, Va. 


He said the biggest advantage 
of the xenon flash beacon for

SANTA FE. N.M. (U PI)-Th e 


amazing thing about New Mexi­ 
co’s desert is that it's consi­ 
dered a fisherman's paradise 
bv neighboring residents. 


That's 
because 
the 
desert 
area which lies between Arizo­ 
na and Texas contains two ot 
the Southwest's largest rivers 
- the historic Rio Grande and 
the Pecos River. 


Along these rivers and their 
tributaries are numerous small 
dams built in recent years as 
irrigation 
or

projects. In northern New Mex­ 
ico, where both rivers origin­ 
ate. the Rocky Mountains pro­ 
vide streams tor trout anglers. I 
One of the big New Mexico 
lakes is Conchas Lake, 30 miles 
north of the cattle town ot Tu- 
cumcari.

LONDON (UPD—If you were 
i ady Penelope you would have 
if your command a shocking 
ink Rolls Royce with a hidden 
¡achine gun. a two-way radio 
i a teapot and five heroes 
ame after American astro* 
outs.

feet high and have a dozen 
heads — one for laughing, one

For Lady Penelope is a pup­ 
pet. like all the stars in the 
science fiction “ Thunderbirds,” 
one of the most expensive tele­ 
vision series ever made in Bri­ 
tain. It has been filmed in color 
—even though there is no color 
television here yet —because 
the owners aim to make mil­ 
lions of dollars on the Ameri­ 
can market.

Tracy n amed them after the 
first Americans to orbit in 
space. 
Blonde, glamorous Lady Pe­ 
nelope is London undercover 
agent for International Rescue, 
which has its headquarters in­ 
side a mountain on a remote 
island somewhere in the paci­ 
fic. 


A vital element in the series 
is to keep this HQ a secret 
from the chief “bad guy.” an 
evil villain called the hood, 
whose eyes literally light up 
when he is casting spells on 
people from his exotic Eastern 
temple.

Scott, the fast-talking, quick- 
thinking eldest son of Tracy, is 
the pilot of Thunderbird I. This 
is a 7,000-mile per hour, verti­ 
cal take-off craft that always 
speeds to the rescue scene 
first. 
Steady, reliable Virgil pilots 
Thunderbird II, a giant freight- 


er that carries heavy and inge­ 
nious rescue equipment, includ­ 
ing Thunderbird IV, an under­ 
water scout car. 
Gordon, the joker of the fa­ 
mily, accompanies Virgil in 
Thunderbird II and takes over 
the underwater Thunderbird IV 
when undersea rescue is called 
for. 
John, the ever patient broth­ 
er, circles the earth in Thun­ 
derbird V, a satellite used as a 
monitor station and always on 
the alert to spot trouble. 


The 
family’s 
equipment 
i n c l u d e s 
a 
2-passenger 
“mole” which burrows into 
the ground, a lesser beam 
which can cut through any­ 
thing, and mobile platforms 
which can r a c e along the 
ground and allow a crippled 
plane to land on them. 


“ Thunderbirds” has already 
started on British television but 
contracts for selling the series 
in the United States will not be 
arranged until January, so it 
will not appear on American 
screens before next year. 
Lew Grade, managing direc­ 
tor of Associated Television, 
the owners, said prints of the 
series have been shown in the 
United States. 
“ The reaction has been fabu­ 
lous,” he said. “ This series will 
be sold for many millions of 
dollars ” 
About 125 people work on 
“ Thunderbirds,” making scene­ 
ry and props about one-third 
normal size and hundreds of 
hand - made 
miniatures 
cos­ 
tumes. The characters have 
electronic heads so their lips 
synchronize with the dialogue.
